grams (of produ ction) were translated into specific 
assignm ents to the indu strial system'*—all emphasiz­ 
ing the vital importance of looking ahead and plan­ 
ning the u se of resou rces in peacetime. 
The b est possib le answer to those who ob ject to 
post-war planning, and some of the ob jectors seem 
to feel that the whole b u siness ls ju st a field day for 
half-b aked theorists, ls the 
experience 
which the 
United Stu teR has had with insu fficient planning for 
the great.em ergency of war. The planning tha t was 
done—and ob jections sometimes were raised against 
it too—didn't b egin to b e enou gh. 
Th« United 8tates ls winning victory a t a terrib le 
cost b ecau se too many things had to b e done the 
most expensive way, instead of the least expensive 
way. If it drifted into peace, as it did in 19 18, w ith­ 
ou t having foreseen the neoessfties and possib ilities, 
chaos and prodigality again wou ld b e the ru le—and 
the United States cannot afford ft.

It was well placed near additional unused 
land and far enough from the city to allow 
the storage of powder and the loading and 
testing of ammunition. 


The work of preparation was started imme­ 
diately. The automobile machinery in the 
plant, which could not be used, was dismantled 
aod put elsewhere. It was replaced by new and 
different equipment A specialized laboratory 
was installed and staffed with engineers, metal- 
luirgists, and technicians drawn from our

widely diversified staff. Production executives 
and specialists were also selected from our own 
personnel. While the factory .was being pre­ 
pared for production, the Frankford arsenal 


assisted the training of these production spe­ 
cialists who, in turn, were to train the workers 
and supervise the operation of the many de­ 
partments of the plant. 
The first finished ammunition produced in 
this newly organized plant went on test in 
May, 1942. The cartridge cases were then 
made of brass. Bra» is an extremely vital war 
material. Could steel be used instead? Could 
steel be worked over the machinery and tools 
that were provided for the use of bra»? Could 
the steel be treated to withstand the corrosion

of a long sea voyage and to resist succe»fully 
the humidity of the tropics and the sub-zero 
temperatures of the Arctic? The U. S. Army 
Ordnance Department — and our own engi­ 
neers, metallurgists and technicians believed 
it could. More engineering talent — this time 
chemists — were added to the laboratory staff 
and the larger and more complete Chrysler 
Corporation’s laboratories, in Detroit, were 
also directed to the solution of this problem. 
The first of the new steel casings were made 
in the month of August, 1942. They were 
pretty good. Then began severe testing,— 
spraying with wet salt air, burying in salty

The making of this ammunition is really the 
art of producing many pieces rapidly—many 
thousands per minute, every day, 6 days a 
week.

Senator Bridges (R-NH) told the 
senate y esterday that Dav is was 
try ing to silence the press to cov 
er the sins of mal-administration 
on the part of the New Deal in the 
war effort.” He said the newspaper 
reporters in Washington were to 
Ex' “ commended, not criticized, for 
their outstanding effort 
their 
¡nesterful accomplishment of a dif­ 
ficult task.” 
Bridges said Dav is was objecting, 
perhaps, because “ they hav e un­ 
cov ered some news about Washing­ 
ton which does not look too well out­ 
side of Washington.” 
Dav is, addressing the American 
Newspaper guild, declared that cap­ 
ital newsmen were ov erlooking the 
big story of the war—production— 
while pay ing attention to interde- 
lartment bickerings. To this Bridges 
retorted: 
“ Nowhere can be found a mode 
loy al group of American, citizens 
than the men and women who to­ 
day report the news of this nation 
for the great wire serv ices and 
.he many newspapers.” 
Bridges said OWI has “ prev ented 
industry from telling the full story 
if prduction, just as it has prev ent­ 
'd the truth from being told in 
Washington when the people had 
the right to know the truth.”
